Owned 276 Slaves 
In 1759 he married Martha 

Custis, a young widow with two 
children, in the spring of that 
year they took up their residence 
in their new home. Both the 
Custis children were reared at 
Mount Vernon. Washington had 
no children of his own.

Although a wealthy man in his 
own right, Washington's mar­ 
riage added materially to his 
wealth as Mrs. Custis was one 
Of the wealthiest women of her 
day. As a result, Mount Vernon 
was developed into one of the 
show places of the south and 
they became owners of 276 
slaves.    

In 1789 Washington retired 
from public life and returned to 
his home where he passed away 
Dec. 14, 1799. His wife died in 
1802 and was interred with him 
in the family vault on the plant- 

, ation. Later a new vault was 
'-' built as directed by his will and 

In 1831 the transfer was made 
Although Washington's birth­ 

place was established by Con­ 
gress as a National Monument 
it remained for a private as­ 
sociation to acquire and restore 
his home. This was done by th< 
Mount Vernon Ladies' Associa­ 
tion, an organization charter 
by the State of Virginia. Funds 
were raised by individual sub 
scriptlon and a 200 acre tract 
including tho mansion, whar: 
and all subsidary buildings wa: 

  acquired in 1858.
The estate had long been un 

productive; the buildi 
unavoidably depreciated; garden 
and grounds had suffered, 
comprehensive plan of repal 
and restoration was immediately 
inaugurated.

While tho mansion itself re­ 
mained, its furnishings had been 
distributed amoung the members 
of the Washington and Custis 
families or sold by executors 
after the death of Mrs. Wash­ 
ington. The house was refurn­
